Mr. Nichols' address was as follows 


THK ADDRESS. 


Tin- n-roril of tills Indelible writing 


will be found in thu S!nd versi of the 
lltth chapter of tho (jotnrl aoording 
to John. A trial was held in the Citj 
of Jeru-iilem. There was a triple exe- 
cution ilml took placv on a liltlu hil- 
lock jn«t outside of the gates. Early 
thin morning tlie|irl«oi]er was brought 
In-fore thrjuduo, by nine o'clock he 
hud been found guilty,and the heralds 
had gone before the criminals pro- 
claiming to the populace of J 
lent the crime for which each one was 
accuse 1, and when they conn to the 
place of execution there art three 
crosses uplifted. 


We are interested this afternoon In 


*he central cross. As soon as the een- 
trul OIIWM Is uplifted the church party 
ovei joiMler raises a cry of anger. 
There i<i v,ild geslienlation ; there is a 
rush to the High Priest, and tliey say 
to him In words that you and I from 
tlilx distance lanuot understand ; but 
we do know that the High Print goes 
over to where the Roman Pilate is 
standing, nnd said to him In these 
word-, '•Pilate, we do not like the 
inscription on the cross nliove Je*us. 
We do not want that that inwiiption 
shall sny that he Was King of the 
Jews. " (Pilule had wiillcu In three 
languages, 'Jesus of Na/arolh, King 
of tin. Jews;) "He was not our King. 
U'e like not the writing; we want 
Jon lo plnce it this nay: 
'Ilcsaid 


he was King of the Jews.' " Pilate 
turns to the High J'liest. and shaking 
his head said, "No, I will not i liange 
i t ; what I have written I hau writ- 
ten."

He never 


thought that that inscription upon 
the cross wns to overturn the throne 
of Rome. He nc\cr thought that 
that inscription upon (he <<rasi of 
Jesus woud go scinching out through 
the coming centuries, yet you and I 
sitting lit this Church of Bristol feel 
the Influence of that man's one act, 
when he wrote that inscription on the 
cross. 


Do you and I ever stop to think of 


the influences that are floating out, 
unconsciously it may be, from our 
lives.

We have only to look back U> the 
Haymarket 
riots in Chicago some 


years ago for an illustration. 


This man, 
Ferrer, was what is 


known as a "philosophical anarch- 
ist." For years he had been teaching 
tb rough his paper and liU schools 
which he had established, that there 
ought to be no government us that 
term is commonly understood ; (lint 
all government is oppression and that 
they should, and would lie in time 
swept away. 


What was the 
influence of his 


teachings upon those most subject to 
them is revealed by the fact that his 
conlidciitial assistant was caught in 
the act of trying to blow up with a 
bomb King Alfonso on his wedding 
day. 


Then, again, 
Ferrer was easily 


recogtii/cd as one of the creators of 
the state of the public mind that re- 
sulted in the loss of so much 
life 


and property In the recent insurrec- 
tion in 
Barcelona. He had been 


preaching destruction for years and 
when destuu'llon came it was plain 
that hi'* advice hud been taken. 
It 


was for his actions in these riots thut 
he war, convicted and paid such u 
severe penalty, although it has still 
to be proved that lie paid an unjust 
one. 


Jt naturally ocelli's to the average 


luw-uhidiiig citizen ol any civilized 
country that governments owe it to 
themselves 
to repress anarchy by 


somewhat more 
drastic regulations 
than are yet in force as to freedom of 
speech and fieedom of press. 
Liberty 


in speaking and \uiting is undoubted- 
ly the right of free citizens; but ra- 
tional liberty is not unbridled li- 
cense, though sometimes a blatant 
popular orator or a sensational editor 
does so often confound the two.

The Lwhlert Cut in Many Year., Near- 


ly Half the Voters Staying Home. 


The oflicinl count of tlie vote cast in 


Bucks county at the election on No- 
vember 2 was begun before Judge 
Stout at noon on Thursday of last 
week and was completed at 10 o'clock 
that night. 


The total vote polled for State Trea- 


surer, tlie bead of the ticket, was on- 
ly 10,5S8. This is cue of the lightest 
polls for many years and 6,184 voters 
who cast their ballots for President 
last year remained at home this ye 
The Democrats polled a little over 
4,200 votes and the Hepublicans a 
little over 6,100 votes. While the Re- 
publican vote is exceedingly light, 
the Democratic vote is the smallest 
cast in many years, probably tlie 
smallest since the Civil War. Less 
than half the Democrats In tlie coun- 
ty voted. 


The county placed its seal of dis-

"No" on all of them. About two- 
thirds of the voters who went to the 
polls did not vote either way.
